and in many instances pay a con- 
siderable sum for the land required. 


At the present time we haye at least 
two thousand eases of title to right of 
way in process of settlement, and, 
judging from past experience, the cost 
of acquiring the title to land involved 
ini these cases will reach! the large sum 
of $50,000. This sum seems startling, 
but is based on thei allowance: of $25 
for each case, and that estimate is 
not excessive if we are to be guided 
by past experience. 

In dealing with this matter the fact 
that the laud for roads and other pub- 
lic works is wanted by the govern- 
ment seeins to be thougbt sufficient 
justification, in many instances, for 
most us easonable demands in the way 
of compensation, and many cases 
have oecurred where it has been found 
necessary to Lhrow upon the owners 
of thei land affected the onus of the 
settlement of the question of the com- 
pensation to be paid by reference to 
a judge of the suyreme court! as pro- 
vided by the expropriation ordinance, 
the road in the meantime being estab- 
lished as a public highway by deposit 
of the plan tn the registry. office. 


Many of the claims filed for ¢om- 
pensation are based upon the cost) of 
extra fer¢ing, involved, or the fact 
that roads as surveyed cut off, a por- 
tion of the quarter sections crossed 
from a water front, and in these cases 
considerab'e difficulty is experienced 
in fixing the figure which should he 
paid for the land taken, because in 
all these cases the quarter section af- 
fected derives more or less benefit 
from the Gpening upof the road. 


In the toregoirg remarks reference 
has only been made to the right of, way 
required for roads, but those remarks 
apply with equal force to the many 
cases in whicb it is found necessary 
to take land for dems and reserya- 
voirs created thereby, for drains and 
ditches, public wells or any other class 
of public works, and the unreasonable 
demands made in the cases of many 
dams from the owners of lands most 
benefit ted, would of themselves he suf- 
ficient justification for the enactment 
of somewhat dvast’c. laws “dealing 
with this subject. 


As bearing upon this question of 
right of way it is necessary to ex- 
plain, in view of some of the criticisms 
to which the department has been sub- 
jected, that many ‘four most trouble- 
some cases were inherited by the de- 
partment from the old district! sys- 
tem in foree before the organization 
of the department, under which the 
local member had surveys made, en- 
tered into agreements wtih land own- 
ers and generally conducted the whole 
business connected with the acquire- 
ment of title. The trouble in these 
cases has been caused by the fact that 
the member failed to file his plans, 
agreements and other papers con- 
nected with these transactions in the 
lieutenant governor’s office, or any- 
where else where we have been able to 
find them, and we are confronted with 
all kinds of claims based upon these 
missing plans and agreements which 
it is impossible now to deal with! in- 
telligently or promptly. 

Many of the more important roads 
surveyed last year, and many of those 
which we are asked to survey, may 
properly be termed colonization roads, 
as they are required to give access, 
from the mewly nettled districts 
springing up all over the Territories, 
to market cantres, In considering the 
location, of these roads the question of 
the changed.conditions which will arise 
‘Yrom the extension of railway lines 
through these new districts must be 
borne in mind, as it is evident that, 
in many sections where long distances 
are now travelled east and west to 
existing railway lines, short north and 
south roads will be needed in-the near 
future to reach main points on “the 
new railway lines which are rapidly 
being extended: to the west. 

In the meantime, however, we are 
forced to Dpen the longer roads and 
proceed with these improvements, al- 
though it seems quite certain that in 
a comparative'y short time these 
roads will be very little used as main 
highways. ‘

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MOUNTED RIFLES CAMPAIGN. 

The following is an extract from Col. 
Evans’ report of the operations of the 
C. M. R. in South ‘Africa; appearing in 
the blue beok recently issued by the 
Canadian government: 


Caraarvon Field Force. 


_ On Mareh 6 and, 9, 1900, the battal- 
ton proceeded by rail to Victoria West 
Road, and by route march to Carnar, 
voa, Where it became a portion of the 
Carnarvon f‘eld force, organized under 
Col. Sir Chas. Parsons, for the purpose 
of making a demonstration through 
the rebellious portion of Northern Cape 
Colony. This expedii‘on involved the 
most difficult marching of the cam- 
paign, chiefly through the Karoo de- 
sert country, and was a severe test 
of the spirits and physique of both 
men and horses. For a large portion 
of this period the daily forage ration 
consisted of 1 sheaf of oat straw, 
(about 2 1-2 lbs.) and & Ibs. whole wheat 
(musty) and this, together with the 
debilitated condition of the horses af- 
ter, the long sea voyage, was the cause 
of heavy mortality. Continuous and 
heavy rains also added to the discom- 
fort of men and horses. The N. C. O's. 
and men stood this very severe phvsi- 
cal test most successfully. 

The battalion reached DeAar on April 
14, having marched 700 miles during 
the previous month under conditions 
of food, forage, roads, and weather, 
far more severe than any subsequent- 
ly met with during the campaign. 

lieut.-Co!. Herchmer was invalided 
on March 20, Major Howe taking over 
command of the battalion. The bat. 
talion proceeded from DeAar by rail 
to’ Norval’s Pont, and by route march 
to Ploemfontein, which was reached 
April 29. 

General Advance. 

“Cc” Squadron and headquarters 
staff marched into Bloemfontein on 
April 29, and was embodied in the 1st 
M. I. corps of the ist mounted infan- 
try brigade, under command of Maj.- 
Gen. Hutton, “D” squadron joined the 
brigade on the 4th. ‘ 

The: command of the battalion (nov 
complete) was taken over by Lieut.- 
Col. Evans on’ May 5. 

During the advance irom  Bloem- 
fonteia to Kroonstadt the battalion 
took a leading part in the following 
engagements; Brandfort, Constantia 
Siding, Vett river, Zand River (May 7), 
Zand river (May 10). The most notable 
regimental feature of this advance was 
the night march made by a squadron 
composed of 2 troops each from “C’ 
and “D” squadrons, under Capt. A. C. 
Macdonell. This squadron, after a 
hard day’s fighting, and 15 hours in 
the saddle, marched at 8:30 p. m. 
through the enemy’s lines and blew 
up an important culvert near Smal- 
deel Junction, rejoining the brigade 
safely the following morning. This in- 
cident was mentioned in despatches, 
The brigade rested at Kroonstadt from 
May 12 to 20, during which period 
J.ieut. Chalmers, with 50 men, ‘took 
part in Col. Alderson’s night ride to 
Pothaville, when several important 
prisoners were captured. The general 
advance was continued on the 20th, 
General Hutton’s brigade acting ‘in 
conjunction with French's column on 
the left flank of the whole line. Dur- 
ing the advance Trom Kroonstadt to 
Pretoria, the battalion tcok part “in 
thel two days severe fighting at Klip- 
riversberg, near Johannesburg, on 
May 28 and 29, and the fight at Croco- 
Aile river, near Pretoria, on June 3. 
For its work on May 29 in covering 
the withdrawal of the Ist M. 1. brigade 
while General French was making his 
turning movement, the battalion was 
specially complimented ky Gen. Hut- 
ton before the whole brigade. The 
brigade marched througb Pretoria on 
the 6th inst., and after 2 days rest con- 
tinued the advance on the 9th, taking 
part in, thei two days hard, fighting at 
Diamond Hills, in which battles both 
equadrons were under a severe and 
continuous shell and rifle fire for 10 
hours each day, but the cover being 
«ood the casualties were very light, 
consisting of 1 killed and 3 wounded. 
The severe wound sustained by Capt. 
Macdonell deprived the battalion for 
tha remainder of the campaign of the 
services of one of its most capable and. 
efficient officer. 

The brigade returned to Pretoria on 
the) 14th June, and on the, evening of 
that day, a the request of the com- 
mander-in-chief, the battalion was 
detailed for duty on ‘the lines of com- | 
munication between ‘Vereéniging and 
Kroonstadt, which at that time weve 
heing threatened by General DeWet. 
Lines of Communication. 

The battalion was on the lines of 
communication between Vereemging 
and Kroonstadi, Jacluding the march 
back to Pretoria, from tne 1dth June 
to the 15th July, being broken up into 
detachments, stationed at the most 
vulnerable points of the line. The 
most notable incident of this period 
occurred during DeWet’s attack on 
Katbosch near Honing Spruit, where, 
with 1,000 men and several guns, he 
unsuccessfully attacked 2 companies 
Shropshire Regiment, and 50 men of 
my battalion under, command of Lieut. 
Davidson. The gallant stand made 
against 50 of the enemy by a group of 
4 men, consisting of Corp. Morden, 
Corp. Miles and Privates Kerr and 
Miles, was the subject of a special ‘re- 
port by me which was published ‘in 
Canadian general orders, This act of 
steadfast courage, While costing the 
battalion the lives of two of its best 
and bravest men, will always be  re- 
membered with pride in the battalion. 

At other pouits along the line excel- 
Jent work was done by the different; de- 
tachments, Lieut. Chalmers and Corp. 
Callaghan being specially commended 
by General Smath-Dorren for smart 
and aggressive scouting. 

During the month the baitalion 
marehed some 500 miles, and establish, 
44 a @ood record Among the various 
regiments with whom it come in con- 
tect. In Lieutenant Inglis, who was 
wounded at Honing Spruit, I Jost the 
services of another very capable officer. 

The battalion reached Irene, near 
Pretoria, on the 12th July, and after 
securing badly needed remounts and 
clothing, marched on the 15th July to 
Rietvlei, where it rejoined the brigade, 
The Advance on Middleburg. 

The battal‘on took part in ‘he en- 
agement at Witpoort on the 16th 
July, and marched with the general 
advance towards. Middleburg, on the

The advanced party was 
attacked by the enemy in large num 
bers, and Lieut.

In the engagements at Komatt river 
on the oth November the Beifast de- 
tachment took a leading part, and 
the work performed by it was men- 
tioned in despatches. 

During the final three months of 
service, the attalion headquarters 
scouts, the principal ones being Cor- 
poral T. Callaghan, Ptes. J. Davis, Leg- 
gatt and Harris, made an excellent 
record for clever and useful work, and 
all ranks developed a capacity for 
ficthting the Boers with Boer tactics, 
and were more than equal to the enemy 
at his own game. 

The battalion concentrated at Pre. 
toria on December 3, and entrained fon 
Cape Town on Dec. 3, arriving at; Maita 
land Camp on the 11th and embarking 
for Canada on Dec. 13.
